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1 . 1 WILL TRY TO SEE MALIK TODAY (OCTOBER 27). 

2. WE UNDERSTAND RECOMMENDATION WENT TO SUHARTO OCTOBER 24 
THAT INDONESIA SUPPORT PRIORITY FOR AND VOTE FOR CANADIAN 
RESOLUTION. SANI, THEREFORE, PROBABLY DID NOT HAVE 
INSTRUCTION WHEN HE MADE SPEECH OCTOBER 24. WE ARE 
ATTEMPTING TO DETERMINE TODAY WHETHER INSTRUCTIONS HAVE 
YET GONE PORWARD. 

3. INDONESIANS APPEAR TO HAVE DIFPERENT UNDERSTANDING 
THAN WE DO OF WHAT WILL HAPPEN IN NEW YORK. IP I READ 
STATE AND USUN MESSAGES CORRECTLY, WE ANTICIPATE THAT 
ACTION WILL MOVE RAPIDLY, AFTER VOTE ON PRIENDLY RESOLU- 
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HAND, SEEMS TO BELIEVE THERE WILL BE TIME FOR MANEUVER 
AND FOR INTRODUCTION ASEAN RESOLUTION IF CANADIAN 
RESOLUTION FAILS. IN SUCH CASE, IF THEY CAN GET VOTES 
FOR ASEAN RESOLUTION, THEY APPARENTLY BELIEVE THEY CAN 
ALSO ESTABLISH PRIORITY, ALTHOUGH THEY ARE NOT VERY 
CLEAR AS TO HOW. THEY ALSO SEEM CONVINCED THERE WILL 
BE VOTES TO DEFEAT PROCEDURAL MOVE TO BRING UP NORTH 
KOREAN RESOLUTION IF CANADIAN RESOLUTION WINS. PERHAPS 
TALK WITH SANI IN NEW YORK MIGHT BE USEFUL AT LEAST TO 
CLARIFY THEIR UNDERSTANDING OF PROCEDURE. 

4. 1 FEAR, HOWEVER, THAT WHATEVER WE DO, IT IS GOING 
TO BE VERY DIFFICULT TO GET INDONESIA TO VOTE AGAINST 
UNFRIENDLY RESOLUTION IF IT COMES TO VOTE. I AM SURE 
THEY ARE AWARE OF OUR STRONG FEELINGS IN THIS ISSUE. I 
HAVE ALSO SUGGESTED TO MALIK, YOGA, AND OTHERS POSSIBLE 
IMPACT IN CONGRESS AND EXECUTIVE ON OTHER ISSUES OF 
INTEREST TO GOT (YOGA SPECIFICALLY WARNED ME AGAINST 
USING SIMILAR ARGUMENT WITH PRESIDENT.) WHILE NO ONE HAS 
SAID SO, MAJOR FACTOR, I BELIEVE, IS GOI CONCERN OVER 
POSSIBLE EFFECT CONFRONTATION WITH NON-ALIGNED STATES 
MIGHT HAVE ON TIMOR ISSUE WHERE THEY MAY WISH MINIMIZE 
PROBLEMS WITH THESE STATES IN EVENT THEY SUCCESSFULLY 
SUPPRESS INDEPENDENCE MOVEMENT. THEIR POLICY ALSO RELATED 
GENERAL ASEAN RELUCTANCE RISK CONFRONTATION WITH ASAIN 
COMMUNIST COUNTRIES AFTER FALL VIETNAM. 

5. MALIK, HOWEVER, INSISTS GOI SHARES OUR DESIRE AVOID 
NORTH KOREAN VICTORY AT U.N. DIFFERENCE HE CLAIMS, 
BASICALLY OVER TACTICS IN WHICH HE SEES ASEAN RESOLUTION 
AS WAY OUT. THREATS OF ACTION ON OTHER ISSUES OF IM- 
PORTANCE TO THEM NOT LIKELY BE HELPFUL; OUR BEST HOPE 
IS TO CONVINCE THEM THAT THEIR PLAN FOR COMPROMISE 
WILL NOT WORK. 
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
